ing obligations. Of this Ccmmission M. de’ 

8 was the Honorary President ; Sir 
Rivers Wilson and Riz Pacha the Vice-Presi- 
dents ; Mesars. Baro velli, Bating, de Blignidras, 
and de Kremer (Commissioners ofthe Pablic 
Debt) being the other members. The preamble 
to the Decree constituting the Commission set 
out that the Commission “was to prepare and 


| sabmit for the Khadive's sanction a settlement 


designed to ensare the proper working of the 
public departments in a manner equitable buth 
to the interests of the country and to those of 
the creditors.” 

The High Commission sat in Cairo contina- 
ously from April 18 1878, to Angust 14 of the 
same year; it ascertained the amount ot the 
deficit, and sought means of meetingit.

Moreover, the 
Government was liable for the payment of the 
Daira bonds upon Mallieh, acospted by the 
Minister of Finance. ‘The question was farther 
complicated by lezal proceedings of creditors 
of every sort, and for more than a year the 
Daira was hemmed ia on all sides. 

The Liguidation Commission, having been in- 


, Straoted to settle ‘the relations of the Daira 


Sanieh with its creditors,’ appreciated the 
necessity of intervening, and, in the first place, 
of clearing up the situation which had been 
oceasioned ty ths acceptance by the Khedive 
Iswail of the ‘Ingoiry Commission's Report, 
and of substitating a Jlegis’ative provision for 
& mere agreement then impossible of execution. 
After moch disoussion, the Commission agreed 
to insert the following words in the draft law: 


| ‘All estates of the Dairas Sanich and Khasss, 


as enumerated in the Contract of the 12th 
Joly, 1877, are avd remain State properties, 
in conformity with the assignment of the same 
made on the 25:h (23rd) Angast, 1878, by 
H.H. Khedive Ismail. This assignment shall . 
have its fall effect without farther formalities.’ 

At the following sitting one of the members 
remarked that the Khedive Ismail had confin- 
ed himself to accepting the conclasions of ths 
High Ieqairy Commission, which had merely 
requested him to appropriate the Daira pro- 
perties to the discharge of the deficit, and that 
the Liquidation Commission could not insert 
&n incorrect provision of the law. The text 
was then modified 80 as to become what it is 
in Clause 40 of the Law of L’qnidstion, namely: 
‘The estates of the Dairas Sanieh and the 
Khassa, mentioned in the statements and 
schedales annexed to the Contract of the 12th 
Jaly, 1877, or in the mortgages made in 
pursuance thereof, are hereby declared State 
Property. 

Suoh are the facts, and, in the opinion of the 
present claimants, they show that the estates 
of the Daira Sanich were never the subject 
of formal assignment daly entered into, 
bot that HLH. the Khedive Ismail under- 
took to surrender them to the State for the 
purpose of their being appropriated to the 
discharge of the deficit. 

The “Contentienx” ot the Ezyptian Govern- 
ment on the other hand holds that the 
claim of the Princes has no chance whatever 
of sncceeding before the Tribunals, and Lord 
mer does not approve the claim in the 
interests of the people and of the tax-payers,

According to the interesting report of Piot 
Bey, chief of the Alexandria Manicipal Veteri- 
nary Service, the prices for meat at the 
slanghterhouse were as follows : prime quality, 
P.T. 6 and very seldom P.T. 7 ; second: quality, 
P.T. 4 to P.T. 6 generally ; third quality, 
P.T. 3 to P.T. 4. Among the retailers these 
prices were: prime quality, P.T.10 to 12; 
second quélity, P.T. 8 to 10; third quality, 
P.T. 5 to 6. ; | 

Thas it is the middleman who benefits by 
the dearness of the meat. The producer is 
obliged to let his cattle go at. a sacrifice very 
often owing to the very high rate of mortality 
prevailing in the quarantine parks at certain 
epochs. The prevalence of contagious mala- 
dies among the cattle forces the importers to 
send their beasts to tha abattoira in order to 
get rid of them as quickly as possible and

THE MAN OF THE HOUR. 


A personality upon whom the Argus eyes of 
politics reat with more than usual concentra- 
tion at the present trying moment is that of 
his Excellency Ghezi Ahmed Mokhtar Pacha, 
Imperial High Commissioner in Egypt, It is no 
light tack which tha relations between Yildiz 
and Cairo have set before him,—relations that 
call for consummate skill. The gallant defender 
of Kars whose name will ever shine conspi- 
onously on the roll of the illustrious of Tarkey 
1s NO less an able strategist opon the more 
complicated battlefield of diplomacy. 

Qaalities such as these are just what are 
needed at this moment in the history of Turco- 
Egyptian relations and will be of great service 
in helping the Sultan out of the impasse. His 
Excellency has been in Egypt for a quarter of 
& century, and so has witnessed the several 
stages of Egyptian Renaissance. He is therefore 
the best man that Yildiz has to safeguard her 
interests and dignity, and under these circum- 
stances it would be a jast retribution for 
studied neglect and ill favour were his Excel- 
lenoy-to retire now from the field. But he has 
too much of that old-world spirit of loyalty— 
& spiritalas! which is no morein Stamboul— 
to entertain such an intention. 

The Briialis have always been noted for 
fervid fealty to the Ottoman Throne, and, a 
native of thatformer capital of-the Empire, his 
Excellency is not the exception . that Proves 
this rale. All along he has served his Sovereign 
well, and even at this eleventh hour his in- 
fluence on Tarkish policy in Egypt: has not 
waned despite the lap3e of yaara and advanced 
age. Quite recently his Excellency had to 
perform'a disagreeable duty. It was to throw 
down the guantlet to ths British Government, 

bat he accomplished the task with grace and 
fine sentiment, traits of a charming presencd 
that are appreciated by all who enjoy the 
pleasare of his acquaintance, and who are 
entertained with true Oriental hospitality and 
courtesy. 

The present is also a critical one for his 
Excellency himselt, in that it holds forth an 
opportunity to restore himself—if he should 
be so minded—in the good graces of Yildiz 
which pursuant to its present policy of ignor- 
ing good servants, regards the Ghazi with no 
favourable eye. So strong is this antipathy, 
and it is an antipathy which has bean foster- 
ed by rivals at the Star Kiosqae, that more 
than once the confiscation of his property in 
Stamboul, which is considerable, has been 
threatened, and the writ of seisure has in- 
claded the palace which his Excellency owns 
on the Mahmondieh Canal. This handsome 
edifice, standing on ten feddans of well tim- 
bered land, was originally presented to the 


Sublime Porte by the Khedivisl Government, | ed 


aoon after the new order of things, on payment 
of a nominal fee of L.E. 10,000. Although in 
an apparent state of neglect, the property, 
owing to the recent advance in the value of 
land, is estimated to be worth ten-fold. His 
Excellency has been frequently advised by 
friends to dispose of the palace, and so fore- 
stall the Sultan. 

The threat of confiscation is not the only 
indignity to which his Excellency has bean 
subjected. Arrears of salary must be also 
added to a long inveatory of difficulties, and 
the method of payment to a co-lateral one of 
ignominy. For instance, when the scheme of the 
Hedj:z Railway was mooted, Izzet Pacha hit 
upon one of those pet ideas of his in order to 
meet this ever-present evil, that of paying 
ealaries, namely, by instituting a lottery.

One resu!t of the continued prosperity of the 
country has been to direct attention afresh to 
the potentialities of the vast and ancient mi- 
ning indastry of Egypt. There has lately been 
rerewed inquiry for the shares of the chief 
Egyptian mining and exploration companies, 
including Egyptian Mines Exp'oration, Nile 
Valley, North Nile Valley, Um Rus, and 
United African Exploration, as a. result of 
which there will very probably be inoreased 
activity in the development of the industry. 
One of the chief companies interested in this

6, 1905, to 31st December last, 6,161 tons of 
ore treated resulted in the recovery of gold 
which realised £11,721, the average yield from 
the mill being 13.94dwts. per ton. This did 
not inclade 4,895 tons of stored tailings which 
have an average assay value of 3.30dwts. per 
ton, and will bring the total ave-age yield op 
to 17.24dwts. This is a very satisfactory return, 
and when operations are conducted on a larger 
scale, handsome profits should result. 


Coming Fiotation. 


As showing the important work that is being 
done under the xgis of the Egyptian Mines Ex- 
ploration Company, attention may be directed 
to the fact that it has three subsidiary com- 
panies engaged in developing some of its ex- 

‘ tensive properties, inclading three important 
groups of ancient mines. The properties so 
being developed are the Atallah, by the Central 
Egypt Exploration Company, the Semns, which 
the Fatira (Egypt) Exploring Company is 
working, and the Eridia, which the Eridia 
(Egypt) Exploring Company is exploiting.

Another Egyptian ondertaking which has 
done.splendidly in the past, and which has 
excellent prospects, is the Nile Valley (New) 
Company. Recently the ocmpany was 1¢- 
constracted with a capital of £250,000 in £1 
shares, the same nomber as the old company, 
each new share having a liability of 4s. The 
shareholders had the right to subscribe the 


exact number cf chares held by them in the 
former company, and the confidence that the 


‘| directors had that they would not hesitate to 


take up their proportion has been amply 
justified, over 194,000 shares in the new 
company having been claimed by shareholders 
in the old company resident in England alone. 
As was the case with the old company, 31,743 
shares are held in reserve which itis hoped 
wi'l altimately ba disposed of at a considerable 
premium. The fact that the shareholders have 
so readily sukscribed for the new shares speaks 
volumes for the faith they possess in the com- 
pany’s property, and explains the recent 
activity in the shares and the consequent 
appreciation in valve. ‘As is well koown, 
some phenomenally rich bonaiza3 or pockets 
of gold have bsen struck ‘in the Nile Valley 
from time to time, and there is no reason to 
suppose that the value ofthe mine will de- 
preciate--in..depth. In tact, expert opinion 
inclines to the view that the ore bodies 
will be found to maintain their average value 
in the deeper levels which are to be opened 
up, and the realisation of this would add im- 
mensely to the prospects of the property. Mr. 
Carrie, the company’s well-known consulting 
engineer, has: shown that there are threa 
grades of ore in the mine—one known to ba 
phenomenally rich, the second high-grade, and 
the third low-grade. Since the latter will pay 
to crash, it will be easily understood that the 
company would only require a comparatively 
small proportion of the two first-named grades 
to ensure profitab'e exploitation, And here 
it may be pointed out that since the summer 
of last year the crushings have averaged about 
lidwt.per ton (without the tailings, which 
should yield 2dwt. to 3iwt. per ton more), 
which, considering the fact that most of the 
ore dealt: with came from the damp, which 
had b:en previously picked over on several 
occasions, may be regarded as a highly oredit- 
able performance. (‘The Globe”).

EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE. 


On the eve of the Postal Union Congress 
Mr. Henniker Heaton, M. P., addressed a 
long letter to Mr. Sidney Buxton, Postmaster- 
General, in which he outlined the case fora 
universal penny post. 

He stated that at this critical moment,in 
tha world’s history, when nations long divided 
are fraternizing, and a vague yearning for 
peace and good-will is working and fermenting 
in the mind of hamanity, any reasoned pro- 
pcsal for. developing and faci'itating in- 
ternational communication claims serious atten- 
tion. “Ignorance is the breeding ground, not 
only of discord and war, but of every plagne 
that afflicts us. How impotent for evil are 
bellicose Ministers when the masses of the 
governed people thoroughly understand and, 
as & necessary consequence, esteem one an- 
other.” 

Ia the course of his letter Mr. Heaton draws 
the attention of the Postmaster to“the striking 
contrast between the recent attitude of your 
department and that ot the Egyptian Post 
Office? When Imperial peony postage was 
established between this country and Egypt ? 
certain notices were issned on either side, 
which I have set ovt in parallel golomns, as 
taken from ‘The Times” of December 5, 1903.

The Call from Egypt. 


These notices are obviously meant tor the 
eye of the “foreigner.” It might be supposed 
that I had inadvertently prefixed the word 
“England” to the Egyptian notice, and vice 
versa: but they are taken from the official 
journals in each country. So we find the 
ancient kingdom.of the Pharaohs once more, 
after thousands of years, under the strenuous 
Cromer dynasty, once more I say inthe van 
of civilization, addressing to all nations a sort 
of genial manifesto, such as some wise, mighty, 
benevolent Thothmes might have issued to 
the less advanced contemporary races. It is as 
if Father Nile were seeking a new additional 
outlet to the sea—to turn still more ofthe 
desert into fertile delta. 

How different is the haughty proclamation 
of England, grown great by foreign trade, as 
she announces the admission of Egypt to her 
postal alliance! It is the tone adopted by 
some frigid dowager granting an obseqaious 
parvenu a card for her reception. George III. 
jealously restricted the right of driving through 
the Horse Guards to a select circle of the 
privileged. When a rising statesman asked 
permis:ionto drive home: that way, his Ma- 
jesty could not see. his way to throw open St. 
James’s Park to him, bat offered him an Irish 
peerage. These contrasting notices suggest 
Macaulay’s line :—. 

“And those in rear cried ‘Forward’ 
And those in front cried ‘Back.’ ” 


In conclusion Mr. Heaton remarks :— 

‘‘We have here a potent means of linking up 
the nations, great and small, for peacefal and 
beneficent ends, of fostering kindly intercourse, 
irrespective of distance, of opening up millions 
of channels for commerce, of securing 4 anl- 
versal blessing for humanity. And all this ata 
comparatively insignificant cost. What you 
are asked to do is— 

1. To propcse universal penny postage at 
the Rome Congress. 

2. If the proposal be rejected, to open nego- 
tiations with the United States, France, aud 
Japan for the formation of a restricted postal 
union with the British Empire. 

3. To announce your adoption of this policy 
before the congress meets.”

LORD KITCHENER AND THE 
EGYPTIAN ARMY. 


_ Colonel D. F. Lewis, tormerly Major-General 
la ths Egyptian A-my, challenges in the 
“Times” certain statements recently made by 
& Special Correspondent of that journal with 
regard to Lord Kitchener’s methods. 

I can form, he says, no definite judgment as 
to the value of the opinions expressed as 
regards Lord Kitchener’s dealings with the 
{ndian Army ; bat, when yonr Correspondent 


at the end of his letter deals with the Egyptian |- 


Army, he is, betrayed into very grave inaccu- 
racies. 

After certain observations, your Correspon- 
dent writes :— 

“Only a short time before Lord Kitchener 
was ordered to South Africa, an incipient ma- 
tiny amongst native troops in the Sudan, 
which arose ovt of his disregard in peace time 
for peculiar idiosyncrasies that he had safely 
ignored so long as the excitement of active 
service lasted, was only detected and suppress- 
ed during the 11th hoar.” 

. Now, Sir, there was no incipient mutiny 
either a short or a long time before Lord 
Kitchener's departare to South Africa. 

I was commanding a district in the Sudan 
at the time. I served in the Egyptien Army 
daring the whole time that Lord Kitchener 
was Sirdar. At one time or another nearly 
every unit of that army served under my 
orders, and I know native officers and men, 
Egyptian and blacks, well, and can state most 
emphatically that during the whole of his 
period of command there was po indisciplire 
and very little discontent in any arm of the 
Egyptian Army- Egyptian or black. They 
were a cheery, loyal body of officers and men, 
very proud of their Sirdar. 

Bat some waeks after Lord Kitchener ieft 
the Sndan and Egypt to go to South Africa 
serious indiscipline did occor in two out of the 
seven black bittalions. None in the other five, 
none in any Egyptian corps. 

Ths Khalifa having been killed and a state 
of peace having been inaugurated, it was 
thought advisable to withdraw the ball am- 
munition from the troops. 

Now at any time this would have been 
an unpopular order. The men of the Egyp- 
tian Army, especially the blacks, had always 
been proud of being fally armed and eqaip- 
ped. In earlier campaigns extra ammanition 
would te collected and secreted, and, when 
called again to active service, it often bap-| 
pened that a black soldier would tarn ont 
with a red leather Sadanese bandolier (fall) 
round his waist besides his regulation brown 
one over his shoulder. 

In other times the order would have been 
promptly carried out, although unpopular. 

Bat the ted reverses to our arma in 
South Africa had worked their effects in 
Egypt as elsewhere. A party in Cairo, near 
to those in vary high place, had seized the 
opportanity to sow disaffection among the 
least loyal of our Egyptian officers. The 
report was spread that the black troops, when 
disarmed, would be sent cff to the. Trans- 
vaa!. Herce the temporary weakening of dis- 
cipline in two (only two) of the Sudanese 
battalions. The loyalty of the other five S8n- 
danese battalions and of all Egyptian corps 
was very creditable to themselves— officers 
and men, Egyptians and Sudane:e — very 
gratifying to their British officers. _. 

1 do not think that your Correspondent 
should brand the incident “incipient mati- 
ny.” Those who brought to besr harmfal 
influences at the beginning of 1900 had tried 
a throw with Lord Kitchener some seven 
years before. But they fell so heavily then 
that I am quite sure that they woald not 
have challenged him again even under the 
temptation to do so which the reverses in 
South Africa offered. 

If Lord Kitchener had remained Sirdar of 
the Egyptian Army during that anxious 
period, the so-called incipient mutiny would 
not have occurred. Oc urring as it did, it 
had no connection, even the remotest, with 
Lord Kitchener’s able and sympathetic admi- 
nistration. 


To this communication the correspondent 
sends the following reply : , 

I hasten to acknowledge that Colonel Lewis 
is right in correcting me with regard to the 
outbreak amongst the Sudanese troops to 
which I referred in my letter to you from 
Bombay. It occurred a short time atter, and 
not, as I wrote, a short time before, Lord Kit- 
chener was ordered to South Africa. 

Whether Colonel Lewis’s explanation, which, 
as far as it goes, is no doubt quite accurate, 
covers the deeper causes as well as the imme- 
diate occasion of the outbreak is a question 
to which there is another side, as may be 
gathered from the very different commentary 
with which the same correction as that which 
Colonel Lewis makes was accompanied in last 
week’s issue of the “Spectator.” In ths course 
of an article on my letter your weekly con- 
temporary says ‘-— 

The mutiny of the Sudanese troops at Khar- 
tum—for mutiny, in effect, it was—was, it 
can hardly be doubted, due to the defects in 
the military administration of Lord Kitche- 
ner, defects which in peace time, while Lord 
Kitchener was ander the direct inflaence of 
Lord Cromer in Cairo, were prevented from 
assuming dangerous proportions, but which were 
exsggerated by the virtual autonomy which Lord 
Kitchener necessarily erjoyed in the Sadan.
